history; and

Whereas, the men and women of this independent volunteer organization have

generously supplemented the activities of the Wisconsin Historical Society at a
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significant cost savings to Wisconsin taxpayers and have enhanced the lives of

residents throughout the state; now, therefore, be it

Resolved by the senate, the assembly concurring, That the members of the

legislature of the state of Wisconsin commend past and present members of the

Friends of the Wisconsin Historical Society on its 60th anniversary, and also

commend that organization for its commitment to service on behalf of the people of

Wisconsin; and, be it further
